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Kennedy’s plan sparks local comment 


National health insurance—an n American dream?

Sen. Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy's announced proposal 
last week of a cradle-to-grave health plan for all U.S. 
citizens has catapulted the national health insurance 
issue into the public eye again. 


Kennedy's measure has received praise from the U.S. 
Catholic Conference and National Conference of 
Catholic Charities. But neither agency endorsed the bill, 
both saying it is too early in the legislative process. 


On the local level, several Catholics involved in health 
care or related services in the San Bernardino and San 
Diego dioceses have expressed doubts about the effec- 
tiveness of Kennedy’s plan. 


THEY EXPRESSED reservations about the mainten- 
ance of the quality of care under such a comprehensive, 
and government controlled national health insurance 
system, and used other countries, like Canada and 
England, that have similar plans, as examples. 


Other Catholics, representing the elderly and 
minorities, indicated that a national health care plan 
* such as Kennedy's would greatly Benen these 
lower-income people. 


Kennedy’s proposed system would provide compre- 
hensive health care coverage for all Americans not 
covered by Medicare. 


It would include full coverage for hospital, physician 
and laboratory bills, ambulance service and medical 
equipment. Limited coverage would be provided for 
drugs, home care, nursing. home and mental health 
services. 


PHYSICIANS AND hospital fees would be set by 
negotiations at the state level. 


Employers would acquire the insurance for employees 
from private carriers and could-pass up to-35 percent of 
the cost of premiums to employees. 


Total coverage, cradle-to-grave, would be phased in 
starting in 1983, but the bill, expected to cost $28.6 
billion: from additional federal funds and another $11.4 
billion from additional priyate funds, would mandate the 
full program in one piece: ‘of legislation. 


President Carter was challenged by Kennedy to 
support his plan, however, the president supports his 
own version of national health insurance. 


THE ADMINISTRATION plan, which is still being 
drafted and would phase in full coverage eventually, 
would begin with coverage for all citizens for medical 
expenses for catastrophic illnesses. 

The plan is expected to cost $15 billion to $20 billion 
from additional federal and private funds. 

Sister M. Alma Murphy, administrator, and Robert L. 
Mathews, associate administrator of St. Bernardine 
Hospital in San Bernardino, spoke from the perspective 
of a $14.5 million facility where recently 60 percent of a 
day's patient population of 234 were Medi-Cal or 
Medicare cases. They believe the percentage would 
increase under Kennedy's plan. 
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IS IT AFFORDABLE?—The cost of health care, 
especially hospital and surgical costs, is spiraling, 
perhaps out of reach for many Americans. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, in his cradle-to-grave national 
health insurance proposals, seeks to make health 
care in the United States available to all its citizens. 
His plan has evoked reactions on the national level 
and on the local level from Catholics in health care 
and related fields in the San Bernardino and San 
Diego dioceses. 


Sister Alma and Mathews favor “some sort of a plan” to 
cover catastrophic illnesses as well as the estimated 10 
percent of the American public not covered by Medicaid 
or by private insurance. 

REGARDING ANY COST controls, Mathews said, “This 


would be budget and rate review prior to treatment, and 
we would be locked into that. It doesn’t take into 
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consideration the intensity of services or situations like 
epidemics. It’s not reasonable.” 


~ Sister Alma said the hospital makes voluntary efforts to 
keep health care costs down and hopes the effort will 
eliminate the need for a national plan affecting St. 
Bernardine. 


“We do retrospective reviews, and we're reimbursed 
only the allowable costs under the Medi-Cal and 
Medicare programs,” Mathews said. 


Mathews was particularly incensed over a measure 
that would force hospitals to reduce their yearly costs. 


“THE HOSPITAL industry has repeatedly said we can't 
live by this program iia: rationing services,” Mathews 
said. 


He said any reduction of health care, any service 
rationing—if it became necessary—should be a burden 
placed on the government and not on the hospital. 


He compared forced price reductions to the current 
gasoline allowance. “We would be like the gas stations, 
closing our doors on the 20th of the month because we 
had used up our percentage of costs for the month.” 


Asked to comment in light of Canada’s experience with 
national health care, Mathews said, “From some of the 
reports I’ve read, it isn’t working. 


“YOU SEE,” he added, “the American public is 
different. In Canada and England, if you need a hernia 
operation, you may be content to put up with that and 
wait six months or longer and be put on a waiting list. 


“| don’t think the American public will stand for that. 
When the American public has a problem, they want 
action. We’re an impatient people. We like ‘Marcus 
Welby’ medicine.” 


Sister M. Joanne De Vincenti, executive director of 
Mercy Hospital and Medical Center, San Diego, similarly 
expressed that “the American people are accustomed to 
health care.as they get it now. We get it when we need it or 
want it.” 


Based on the system in England, “I’m not sure the 
American people would be happy with long waiting lines 
for health care,” she said. 


IN THE BRITISH system, “there is a certain amount of 
money available to take care of a certain amount of 
people,” Sister Joanne said. 


The funds are not available for British hospitals to 
purchase modern equipment and provide better privacy 
for individuals, she said. They are giving minimal care, 
but they are providing the best care they can for the 
money, she added. 


“In a nutshell,” Sister Joanne said, “with national 
health insurance we would have to content ourselves as a 
nation with a lesser quality of health care. We would have 
to accept less and wait our turn.” 

Dr. Michael Kielty, La Jolla obstetrician and 
gynecologist and a parishioner of St. Vincent de Paul, San 
Diego, said, “Cradle-to-grave insurance for all would be, 
bureaucratically speaking, impossible to work fairly and

Electric chair execution called shameful

The bishops of San Diego and San 
Bernardino and an official of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops have condemned the execu- 
tion of convicted murderer John 
‘Spenkelink, an event which restored 
the use of capital punishment in the 
United States. 

Bishop Leo 1. Maher of San Diego 
said, ‘The execution of John 
Spenkelink does not speak well of 
our civilization and our understand- 


ing of the absolute value we should 


attach to human life.” 


BISHOP MAHER said this “is atime 
when we should motivate ourselves to 
more Christian actions and work for 
the eradication of violent crime in our 
society. 


in San Bernardino, Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling said there should be other 
ways of deterring crime than resorting 
to capital punishment. He empha- 
sized the need for compassion not 
only for the victims of crime, but also 
for the criminals. 


"They are still human beings,” 


Bishop Straling said. “There must be 
ways of punishing them to make sure 
they don’t do those things again. The 
key is to respond as Christ did from 
the cross, ‘Father, forgive them. They 
know not what they do.” 


BISHOP THOMAS KELLY, general 
secretary of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, made his state- 
ment only minutes after Spenkelink 
died. 


“The reinstitution of the death 


penalty is a shameful and regressive 
step for our society to take, for itis one 
which promises to further erode 
respect for human life,” Bishop Kelly 
said. 

“Instead of adopting such des- 
perate and doubtful remedies to curb 
crime,” he said, “we should be 
marshalling our energies to combat 
lawlessness in a manner which 
promotes rather than diminishes the 
value of being human.” 


BISHOP KELLY said Pope John 
Paul ll’s first encyclical “reminded us 
that every person without exception 
has been redeemed by Christ. tis this 
truth which prompts his followers to 
reject any threat to the inherent 
nobility of all humanity.” 

Spenkelink, 30, who died May 25 in 
the electric chair in Starke, Fla, 


became the second American 
executed since the Supreme Court 
restored the death penalty in 1976 
and the first to be executed without 
his consent in more than 12 years. 

Gary Mark Gilmore, who died before 
a Utah firing squad in January 1977 
after refusing to appeal his sentence, 
was the first person executed after the 
court's decision. 


SPENKELINK WAS the first to be 
executed after exhausting all legal 
appeals. Death penalty opponents 
fear his death will open the floodgates 
for many of the 520 others on death 
row in the United States. 

Since 1976, 32 states have restored 
the death penalty. 

in 1975 the U.S. bishops approved 
a statement opposing the restoration 
of capital punishment.

The appeal was part of a campaign 
by Spanish Catholics for World Communications Day. 


NEW YORK—An American Jewish Committee’s 
interreligious affairs department report charges several 
Catholic and Protestant clergymen with holding “anti- 
Israel” views and exerting a disproportionate influence 
on their denominations, sometimes causing a “pro-Arab 
tilt.” 

LOS ANGELES—A California physician has asked the 
California Medical Association to offer “conscience- 
clause” protection for applicants to medical schools and 
residency programs who are opposed to abortion. 


ROME—Moslem leaders “will be forced to react in an. 
extreme manner’ if Italian authorities block construction 
of the first mosque ever built in Rome, Moroccan 
Ambassador Mustapha Belarbi Alaqui warned.

when more are needed at 
home. — 


He quoted from Luke’s 
gospel to make a point 
about the needs of the Latin 
American people, adding, 
“The Lord has blessed our 
country and our diocese. 


One of our first responsi-. 
bilities is to share our - 


Christian faith.” 


Already Jesus’ promise 
that what is given will be 
returned a hundredfold is 
being borne out, according 
to Bishop Straling, who 
announced that five priests 
and deacons would soon 
join the diocese. Said the 
bishop, “He’s sending five 
to take Father Ron’s place.” 

BISHOP Straling noted 
that the San Bernardino 
diocese has approximately 


one priest for every 1,566 
lay persons, while in Latin 
America, “the people are 
lucky if they have one priest 
for every 10,000 to 15,000 
lay persons.” 


The priests of the St. 
James Society are there, 
not to impose the North 
American culture on the 
people, but to proclaim the 
good news and bring Jesus 
Christ into the lives of the 
people, he said. 

Father Rusk will serve as 
a parish priest, along with 
87 others who serve in 27 
missions of Bolivia, Peru 
and Equador. Fostering of 
local vocations to the priest- 
hood, brotherhood and 
sisterhood and training of 
lay ministers are the spe- 
cial work of the society. 


FATHER RUSK was “com- 
missioned” by members of 
the area prayer community, 
for which he served as 
spiritual director, in a 
special ceremony during 
mass last Tuesday.

We were talking...about Pentecost 
and the coming of the Holy Spirit with 
its great gifts of hope and understand- 
ing and reflecting on how little we 
grasp the meaning of hope. 

|.passed a few moments looking at 
definitions of hope by some relatively 
famous people—from Pope’s “Hope 
springs eternal in the human breast” 
through the words of other less noted 
sages suchas “Hope is but the dream 
of those that wake,” “Hope warps the 
judgment,” “Hope—fortune’s cheat- 
ing lottery” and “He who lives on hope 
will die fasting.” 


SHAKESPEARE HELD that we are 
never beneath hope while above hell, 
and Goethe pronounced that it ‘is 
better to hope than despair, while 
Victor Hugo said bluntly that hope is a 
delusion. No wonder so many people 
are confused when the scriptures 
speak on the one hand of the promise 
of salvation and resurrection and on 
the other, of their hope. 

To many of us the terms seem 
contradictory. Promise sounds 
relatively binding, but hope seems 
filled with doubt. We do not im- 
mediately see in it the confident

assurance of the future that St. Paul, 
for instance, speaks about. 

Christians we may be, but still prey 
to all the superstitious paganism of 
our ancestors. Pentecost was, for the 
early church, both the fulfillment of 
the promise Christ had given and the 
assurance of hope for the future. But 
we wallow in uncertainty, touch wood 
and cross our fingers and deny the 
certainty of our hope for fear God may 
hear and take exception to our 
arrogance! 

AND THAT (IS understandable 
because our normal use of the world 
always implies an element of doubt. 
We hope to complete some project in 
a certain time, but there is always the 
likelihood that we may not. We love 
someone and hope they reciprocate 
our feelings but are plagued with 
anxiety that they might not. We hope 
for success but often prepare for 
failure. 

Even our concept of promise is 
tainted by the adage, “promises are 
made to be broken.” On that basis, 
any reference to the promise and 
hope of salvation, resurrection and 
the parousia or second coming of 
Christ can seem to invite uncertainty. 


Beyond the sway of tempests 


But fortunately, God is not man- 
made and our ways are not his ways. 
The promises he has made are 
already fulfilled and stand firm for all 
time and outside time. The hope he 
proclaims is one of confident 
expectation. 


THERE CAN BE noelement of doubt 
in Christian hope for the simple 
reason that it is not dependent on us, 
but on God. Christian hopeis based on 
trust in the faithfulness of God, not our 
own, and of faith that he will remain 
true to his promise despite our 
recurrent defections. And that can be 
a humbling thought. 

We like to believe that each of us 
must “earn” his or her way to salvation 
but the realization of that promise is 
not restricted to the habitually “good.” 
No one, however carefully he or she 
might observe the commandments 
and moral law, is ever worthy of God’s 
love and all that implies. Our 
standards of comparative morality 
may sound very impressive and 
desirable to us, but that does not 
make them binding on God! 

Following the will of God as closely 
as possible in this life is not a way of 


purchasing salvation, but the way of 
thanksgiving for it. We are already 
purchased by Christ. With St. Paul, we 
can lament what is not yet achieved 
and look forward to our expected 
future with faith, not in what we may 
do, but in the grace of God. 


MUCH OF THE misery in our world 
today, both personal and communal 
is due to the lack of real hope. Many 
people live on the edge of despair, ina 
chronic state of depression, in danger 
of being overwhelmed by their fears 
and anxieties, because they have no 
vision, no certainty of the future. 

For the Christian it should be 
different. We must live in the present 
and cope with present conditions of 
living, but always with a vision 
permeated with hope. We are not 
meant to succumb to the anguish of 
our world, but to transform it. And we 
can only do that if we perceive hope in 
God to be a firm expectation and 
triumphant conviction rather than 
“pie in the sky.” 

The hope of Christians is always 
being fulfilled here and now and is 
expressed in every person who 
hungers for the presence of the Lord. 


‘Don’t use ratings as guide to success’ 


In a message for the 13th World Communications Day 
May 27, the pope appealed to broadcasters not to use 
ratings of audience size as their guide to success and he 
reminded them and parents of their responsibilities to 
children. 


The pope noted that the theme “Social Communica- 
tions for the Protection and Development of Childhood in 
the Family and in Society,” had been chosen by Pope 
Paul VI in connection with the International Year of the 
Child. é 


Missionary consciousness 


“The church must renew its missionary conscious- 
ness,” the pope told crowds in St. Peter’s Square on May 
23, the eve of the Ascension. He had special words of 
praise for religious orders of missionaries. 


“Their numbers must not diminish, and in fact must 
grow to meet the immense necessity of the not distant 
times in which the peoples will open themselves up to 
Christ and his gospel of life,” he said. 


Non-Catholic religious 


The pope met with a group of non-Catholic superiors of 
religious orders May 21, and asked them to pray for 


Christian unity. 


The superiors, four men and four women, were in 
Rome for a series of ecumenical consultations on re- 
ligious life among themselves and with Catholic 
superiors general. 


St. Stanislaus 

The pope told thousands of his fellow Poles that the 
martyrdom of their national patron, St. Stanislaus, taught 
the superiority of love over material force. 


The pope spoke May 20 at a massin St. Peter's Basilica - 


for over 6,000 Poles. Concelebrating with the pope were 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski of Warsaw, Archbishop 
Franciszek Makarski of Cracow and seven other Polish 
bishops. 


Christian conscience 


In an address May 18 to the final session of the 16th 
general assembly of the Italian Bishops’ Conference, the 
pope supported the bishops in appealing to the country’s 
citizens to avoid voting for candidates who propose 
solutions unacceptable to the Christian conscience. 


The pope said, “In such an important hour for the life of 


the nation, you have suitably appealed to the dignity and 
consistency of the right Christian conscience.”

The strike by the United Farm Workers 
(UFW) against California lettuce growers 
has dramatically shown one aspect of the 
impact of illegal aliens on the economy of 
the United States. 


It has been said that substantial 
numbers of illegal aliens were used to 
break the strike, which became violent 
with the death of at least one farm worker. 


’ UFW LEADERS have been seeking a new 
contract since the first of the year. After 
attempts at negotiation failed, the UFW 
decided to strike in mid-January. Some 11 
companies with a total of 5,000 workers 
producing more than a third of the lettuce 
for the winter season were affected. 


Cesar Chavez, UFW head, is expanding 
the present lettuce boycott to bananas 
because Sun Harvest, one of the 
companies, is a subsidiary of United 
Brands, and United makes some 30° 
percent of its corporate earnings from this 
tropical fruit. 


UFW leaders say that the lettuce 
growers refuse to negotiate in good faith, 
are using rural police and private guards 
to harass workers on the picket lines and 
have imported up to 1,000 illegal aliens to _ 
break the strike. 

IN FEBRUARY UFW member Rufino ~ 
Contreras, 27, was shot and killed while 
talking to strikebreakers at a lettuce field 
near El Centro.

Thoughts Of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher 


Memorial Day is one of the most 
beautiful and sacred of the American 
patriotic holidays. It is observed with 
parades of military units, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and other organizations. Formal 
ceremonies are held at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier in the National 
Cemetery at Arlington, Va. The graves of 
American soldiers in France are decor- 
ated by the French as well as the 
Americans on Memorial Day. 


How did it all begin? Flower decoration 
ceremonies at the graves of both Confede- 
rate and Union soldiers were held in 
various Confederate states during the Civil 
War. Early in 1868, General John Logan, 
commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, ordered annual ceremonies on 
May 30 by Union soldiers to honor all 
Union-veterans. 
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Mexican migrants: economic impact 


fights the illegal transportation and use of 
these people as strikebreakers. 


The AFL-CIO asked in November for a 
similar amnesty that would legalize the 
working status of Mexicans who illegally 
crossed the border. 


U.S. LABOR recently succeeded in 
obtaining the first agricultural contract in 
Arizona to benefit some 350 illegal 
farmhands at the Arrowhead Ranch 
owned by the Goldwater family in 
Maricopa County. Since 1978 it has also 
been instrumental in stopping indiscri- 
minate raids on illegal aliens by 
immigration agents. 


One of the migrants of Maricopa, Lupe 
Sanchez, said that no single legal resident 
wanted to work harvesting the crops at the 
low wages prevailing in the area. Labor 
veterans agree that this is what creates the 
vacuum that attracts the illegals. 


Last year, Zero Population Growth, a 
Washington group, said illegal aliens are 
“a human tide” costing U:S. taxpayers 
millions of dollars. This triggered calls for 
a “tortilla curtain” and stricter enforce- 
ment of immigration laws. 


AGENCIES and academic centers 
concerned with the problem indicate 
otherwise. The Mexican government 


‘reported in 1976 that 77 percent of the ~ 


returned illegal aliens had paid U.S. Social 
Security taxes and 73 percent income tax 


, before being deported from the United 


States, and that less than one percent 
depended on public aid and less than 
eight percent of alien children went to 
public schools. 


The Mexican government's comptrol- 
ler’s office established that in a group of 
800 migrant workers, 1.5 percent used 
food stamps, four percent collected 
unemployment checks and under five 
percent obtained free medical services. 

In San Diego, another report said illegal 
Mexican workers used services worth 
some $2 million, but contributed to the 
city over $50 million per year. A survey 
among 9,132 persons on welfare in San 
Diego showed that only 10 were 
foreigners. 


A STUDY MADE in Houston said three- 
fourths of the illegal alien workers were 
positively contributing to the area’s 
economy, with only five percent using free 
medical services and four percent 
drawing from other welfare sources. 


A survey conducted in February by 
correspondents of the Mexican daily, 
Unomasuno, among consular offices, 
labor and business leaders and others led 
to these estimates: some five million 
illegal workers pay to the U.S. government 
close to $50 million a year, receive 
services worth $2 million, send to their 
families in Mexico a total of $3 billion. This 
would be higher than the country’s income 
from tourists. a 


- The cry against the “human tide” of 
illegals is also directed at the potential for 
reproduction once they are here. 


AT LEAST THIS is the view of the Colegio 
de Mexico, a think-tank of economists, 
demographers and political scientists in 
Mexico City. They took the monthly reports 
of deportations issued by the U.S. 


Immigration’ and Naturalization Service 
and cited its figures.as evidence that a 
growing number of women are being 


_deported. 


The Colegio de Mexico’s comment was 
that this was “a campaign to selectively 
deport in massive number illegal women 
and children, even when authorities said 
there will be no such massive deporta- 
tions.” 


A few days before President Carter went 
to Mexico in February to discuss 
migration, oil. and trade with Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo, the Mexican 
dailies published stories saying that in the 
Southwestern United States some 200 
Mexican women had been sterilized in 
clinics without their consent. 


ANOTHER VIEW was provided by the 


- World Bank’s president, Robert Mc- 


Namara. He indicated that the produc- 
tivity of Mexican manpower should be 
legally channeled by opening the U.S. 
market to Mexican products on a 
competitive basis or by allowing Mexican 
workers into the fields and factories in the 
United States. 

After the meeting in Mexico City, Carter 
said his government is responsible for 
enforcing the law and bringing to justice 


those who exploit illegal aliens. He also. ~~ 


said that his administration was taking up 
the problem of immigration as a whole, 
and that a U.S.-Mexican commission was 
to meet soon to coordinate views.

Recognize high ideals of war dead 


New York, in 1876, became the first 
state to recognize Memorial Day, and the 
other states soon followed. Southern 
states honor Confederate dead on various 
other days in April, May and June. Today, 
Memorial Day, wherever celebrated, 
honors all U.S, military dead in all wars. 


However, while the memory of our 
country’s war dead may draw Catholics to 
cemeteries on this day, the method of 
remembrance goes beyond the mere 
laying of flowers on a grave or placing 
them at a tomb. Right through history, in 
every age and climate, people remem- 
bered their dead by eating and drinking in 
their remembrance. 


And Jesus does not give us any other 
sign but the same simple gesture of 
coming together, of eating and drinking, in 
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remembrance of him and of his self- 
sacrificing love. We call it the mass. And 
with that remembrance of his passion and 
death is also the power of his resurrection, 
namely that he will not lose anything of 
what comes into.contact with him. As he 
says, “This is the will of him who sent me, 
that | should lose nothing of all he has 
given me, but raise it up at the last day.” 


Yes, Memorial Day is a day to remember 
our departed loved ones. It is consid 2reda 
basic human duty. The church only 
consecrates the human duty by reminding 


Christians that for those who have died in . 


Christ “life is not taken away, but trans- 
formed.” This sadness at their departure 
gives way to Christian hope, as we struggle 
along to come to an appreciation of both 
life and death.

Jesus makes no promise 
of glory, only of sacrifice”

The first disciples of Jesus do not get very 
flattering attention in the synoptic gospels, 
especially in Mark. Three predictions of the 
passion are used to subdivide the second part 
of this gospel, and each one is followed by an 
indication of the serious misunderstanding of 
his followers. 


Peter’s reaction to the first prediction 
earned him asharp reprimand, and now, after 
the third, it is the turn of the other two in the 
inner circle, James and John, to show their 
naive, but understandable, incomprehension. 


ZEBEDEE’S SONS, James and John, 
approached him. “Teacher, we want you to 
grant our request.” “What is it?” he asked. 


They replied, “See to it that we sit, one at 
your right and the other at your left, when you 
come into your glory” (Mark 10:35-37). 


Their impertinence proved too much for 
Matthew, who changed the script so as to 


have their mother make the request for them, 
Luke omitted it. : 


MATTHEW’S VERSION i is not without 
its humor, at least in our day, when a favorite 
theme of Jewish comedians is that of the 
Jewish mother—the type so determined that 
her twin boys are going to be successful that 
she glowingly introduces them (in the playpen 
yet) as “the doctor” and “the lawyer.” 


But whether it was Mama who wanted to 
make sure that her boys got into the front 
office or they made the request themselves, 
it set the scene for some extremely important 
gospel teaching. 


Jesus told them, “You do not know what 
you are asking. Can you drink the cup I shall 
drink or be baptized in the same bath of pain 
as I?” : 

“WE CAN,” they told him. Jesus said in 
response, “From the cup! drink of you shall 
drink; the bath I am immersed in you shall 
share.

Doing too much for 
others can be an ego-trip

Thinking of oneself is a leisure-time activity. 
And few of us live a whole life without 
experiencing some periods of intense re- 
sponsibility, whether it is caring for small 
children in the home or putting in extra hours 
on the job. 


Among our family’s dearest friends is a 
couple who have eight children, two of whom 
are severely retarded but who have always 
lived at home. 


THOUGH OUR friends never have 
expressed such feelings to us, there certainly 
must be times when they are tired, 
discouraged and perhaps even resentful. But 
thinking of themselves never seems to play a 
very great part in their busy, dedicated lives. 


Reflecting on the difficult, demanding times 
we've experienced, usually we can remember 
many occasions when we were helped by 
others. Someone, somewhere took the time 


to get us over a rough spot or provide a 
moment of ease or comfort. 


Generations of poets have reminded us we 
are not islands unto ourselves. Through all 
the seasons of-our lives we experience the 
ebb and flow of giving and receiving. When 
the exchange is free, loving and generous it is 
an occasion of spiritual grace and growth for 
both sides. 


SOMETIMES, HOWEVER, we can 
become caught up in endless demands on our 
time and attention to the extent we feel we’ve 
lost control over our own lives.

And if anyone would share his mission, his 
destiny, that is the path he must follow, too. 
Mark’s gospel is the gospel of the cross, not 
unpromising, but uncompromising, challeng- 
ing, demanding. 


THE NARRATIVE goes on to tell that 


“the other 10, on hearing this, became 
indignant at James and John.” Oneis strongly 
tempted to suspect that their indignation was 
caused not so much by the brothers’ 
presumption and lack of understanding as by 
the fact that these two had beat them to the 
draw in asking for privileged positions. 


That may be why Jesus got them all 
together for his ensuing instruction. People in 
authority in this world’s societies, he told 
them, lord it over their subordinates. 


They pull rank, insist on privilege, indulge in 
all sorts of power plays, use every possible 
means to stay on top. But God’s reign is not a 
power structure, a multinational corporation, 


a “kingdom” in the usual sense-of the term. 
IT IS, AT bottom, a mysterious force, 


God’s saving love at work in the hearts and 
souls of people. It cannot be described in a- 


complex diagram ora series of flow- charts. 


- Consequently: “It cannot be like that with — 
you. Anyone among you who aspires among 
you must serve the needs of all” (Mark 10: 43- 
Li aa 


What a revolutionary concept of authors. 


No wonder the disciples found it difficult to 
grasp. It ran counter to everything in their 
experience of societies, great or small. 


BUT JESUS was not out to confirm them 
in their preconceived notions. Quite the 
contrary; he had the difficult task of radically 
changing those ideas. 


They needed a new model of authority and 
he gave them one: himself. “The Son of Man 
has not come to be served but to serve—to 
give his life in ransom for the many.” 


Not only was he instructing his immediate 
disciples in the Christian concept of 
authority; he was telling everyone that 
following him was often going to entail the 
relinquishing of long-cherished ideas, some- 
thing people find ‘difficult in the extreme. 


But that is the way of discipleship, the way 
of the cross.

OVERBUSYNESS, ALSO, can become 
an ego trip drawing attention to ourselves and 
the apparent evidence of our being caring 
persons. It is not unpleasant to be the 
recipient of gratitude and praise and Jesus 
reminds us when we display our acts of 
penance and charity we have received a 
reward in that recognition. 


Perhaps more often than giving too much, if 
we examine ourselves, we will find we give 
from our surplus, whether it is a lot or little. 
Seldom, if ever, do we actually empty the last 
copper from our pockets or give up our own 
wish to satisfy the want of another. 


A familiar cartoon depicts a Boy Scout 
trying to help a little old lady cross a busy 
street when she obviously doesn’t want to go. 
Our need and desire to help others must meet 
a complementary need and desire in those to 
be helped. We should meet with sensitivity 
and understanding the human reaction of 
another’s resistance to dependency. 


IN OUR CITY we have many churches 
and organizations which provide free food or 
other assistance to needy persons. In the 
literature of one it was said, “The greatest 
poverty of the poor is not that they have 
nothing, but that they can give nothing.” 


Secure in the comfort of my own middle- - 


class existence, I sympathized with that 
apparent truism until one day. 


I was discussing with another woman the 
problem of. transporting a load of. heavy 
canned foodstuffs from a donating church to 
the distribution center. 


THE WOMAN with whom I spoke 
obviously was not much better off than the 
clients we served. She looked worn and frail, 
and used a cane to walk. 


She said she’d be-alad to see that the food 


was delivered and it would be no problem — 


because she’d use her “wagon.” Since it was 
not a small job I jumped to the conclusion she 
meant her station wagon even though it 
startled me to think she owned one. 


In the next few minutes of our conversa- 
tion, I found she literally meant her wagon 


‘ which she was willing to pull a mile, fully 


loaded, through city streets so that the 
hungry would be fed. 


We are, none of us, so poor we have 
nothing to give. And none of us is so rich we 
can ignore or fail to celebrate the human gifts 
of selflessness, generosity of spirit, and 
dignity. 


St. Francis de Sales 


A gentle, simple teacher

We humans are greatly influenced by our 
heroes and heroines, Francis de Sales was 
named after Francis of Assisi. His hero was 
chosen for him. And his admiration for the 
saint continued throughout his lifetime. 


Francis, the eldest of 13 children, was born 
in Savoy in 1567. Early in life, his gentleness 
was evident. He was also an excellent and 
bright student. 


WHEN HE WAS very young, he began his 
theological and philosophical studies. Before 
he reached his teens, he had decided that he 
would devote his life to the church. 


When he was about 18, he experienced an 
agonizing temptation to despair. There was 
nothing that meant more to him than the love 
_of God, but he was obsessed with the fear that 
he had lost God’s grace and was doomed to 
hate him with the damned for all eternity. 


One day he cried in anguish, “Lord, if lam 


never to see thee in heaven, this at least grant 
me, that I may never curse nor blaspheme thy 
holy name. 


“IF I MAY not love thee in the other 
world—for in hell none praise thee—let me at 


least every instant of my brief existence here’ 


love thee as much as | can.” ; 


Immediately after this plea, in the Church 
of St. Etienne des Gres, as he humbly prayed, 
all fear and despair left and he was filled with 
deep peace. This trial prepared him to 
understand and deal tenderly with the 
spiritual difficulties and temptations of others 
he would meet. 


To please his father, he studied law. At 24, 
he took his final degree and became a doctor 
of law at Padua, Italy. Francis was the eldest 
son and his father had always expected that 
his son would have a fine career, marry and 
become the father of a family. 


HIS BRIDE had even been chosen for him, 
a lovely girl. And while Francis was always

We must lay down life so as to take it up again

God does bring life from death. The fact of 
life rising out of death is central to the mystery 
of Christianity: 


“When we were baptized we went into the 
tomb with him and joined him in death, so that 
as Christ was raised from the dead by the 
Father’s glory, we too might live a new life” 
(Romans 6:4). 


A FUNCTION of meditation and prayer 
is to enable us to deliberately enter into this 
mystery of life from death. ‘ 


The cultural milieu in which Christianity 


- was born also believed that life came from 


death and that one could enter into this 
mystery by a mere ritual participation. 


Much of the religious and philosophical 
attitudes of the time were magical. Magic tries 
to produce effects out of proportion to the. 
means used. - 


IT IS AN effort to get something for 


nothing, often by coercion, bargaining, or by 
some trick like bluffing or by trading some- 


thing that belongs to someone else as though 
it belongs to yourself. 


Christianity also taught that life came from 
death, but that the mystery of this came 
primarily from the nature of Christ as both 
God and man. 


The mystery is rooted in the Incarnation 
but the actual process was directly related to 
the great moral accomplishment of Jesus: 
“The Father loves me, because I lay down my 
life in order to take it up again. I lay it down of 
my own free will, this is the command I have 
been given by my Father” (John 10:17-18). 


LIFE CAME from death because of the 
obedience of Jesus in the midst of the great 
‘moral conflict inherent in the human 
situation. 


Jesus first fought our battle. Then he gave 


~ his victory to us in the gift of faith. Faithinturn ~ 


is actualized in the moral struggle. 


, 


“That is why you must not let sin reign in 
your mortal bodies or command your 
obedience to bodily passions, why you must 


aN 


courteous and a perfect gentleman, it finally 
became evident to his father that forcing 
marriage on Francis was ill advised. 


At .this point, Francis had confided his 
desire for the priesthood only to his mother, 
his cousin, Canon Louis de Sales, and a few 
intimate friends. When he told his father what 
he wanted to do, Francis’ father was violently 
opposed. Finally, however,. he relented. 


The gentleness in Francis remained with 
him throughout his lifetime. And although he 
was a learned man, his sermons and his 
writings were understandable and clear to 
ordinary people. 


HIS LOVE for all people was genuine, the 
sinners and the devout. That is said with 
deliberation for some good people loved only 
the potentiality in sinners to become good. 
They loved instrumentally. 


Francis de Sales loved with a genuine 
acceptance of persons in sin. He believed that 
individuals were sacred in themselves. Surely 
he learned: a great deal about this from St. 
Francis of Assisi, for whom he was named. 


His “The Introduction to.a Devout Life” 
and “The Treatise on the Love of God” were 
masterpieces published during his lifetime. 
The former was immediately recognized as a 
classic. It has consistently maintained that 


not let any part of your body turn into an 
unholy weapon fighting on the side of sin; you 
should, instead, offer yourselves to God, and 
consider yourselves dead men brought back 
to life” (Romans 6:12-13). 


DAILY MEDITATION and constant 
prayer (Ephesians 6:18) enables one to enter 
into the mystery of Christ’s death and 
resurrection in a deliberate and human way; 
first, through faith, then, simultaneously 
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reputation. 


THIS WORK is in sharp contrast to the 
works of contemporary authors who 
regarded perfection as attainable only by 
withdrawal from the world. 


And “The Introduction to a Devout Life” is 
as applicable to people today as it was in the 
17th century. 


This book gives one a clear understanding 
of the importance that a gentle disposition 
and loving qualities can have to move others. 
Francis believed that gentleness prepared 
people for acceptance of themselves and of 
God. 


IN REGARD to evangelization, Francis 
de Sales cannot be surpassed. He does not 
use gentleness in a manipulative way to lead 
others to God. His kind of gentleness was 
love—tove for all his fellow human beings 
simply because we are all God’s children. 


And that kind of love is contagious. During 
his lifetime, he touched many and gently 
showed them the path that leads to our~ 
Father. 


And though he has been dead for over 
three centuries, his words continue to lead 
people to God. No wonder it was so easy for 
the church to declare him a saint. 


through moral effort. 


In prayer and meditation we can directly 
face the issues which separate life from death 
and, thus, enter into the mystery of life from 
death by struggling along with Jesus in faith. 


Thus, daily prayer and meditation is not a 
luxury for the rich but a moral obligation 
facing all who believe Jesus can bring life from 
death out of struggle between right and ~

Special Olympian 
performs for Senate 


ORLANDO, Fla. (NC)—For Toni Marie Chillemi, 18, 
a Special Olympian, it was another command 
performance, this time in her home state. 


The youngster, who suffers from Downs 
syndrome, previously showed her gymnastic skills in 
the Kennedy Center in Washington and Madison 
Square Garden in New York. This time her routine 
was performed for the Florida Senate in Tallahassee. 


TONI'S ROUTE to center stage in the Senate began 
when she competed at the state Special Olympics in 
1978. In the audience was State Sen. Kenneth H. 
MacKay, an Ocala attorney. He was so impressed 
that he wanted his colleagues to know what a child 
with Downs syndrome, also known as BORON SE, 
could do. 


The daughter of Nick and Louise Chillemi, Toni 
has been instructed from an early age in gymnastics. 
At 11, while a member of St. Peter parish in Deland, 
Fla., she was a pupil at Morning Star School-Orlando, 
a Catholic school for exceptional children, when she 
represented Florida at a national Special Olympics 
meet held in California in 1972. She brought back a 
silver medal. 


At personal sacrifice, the Chillemis had been 
bringing their daughter to Orlando daily during the 
school year, from the time she entered in 1968. 


WHILE THE FAMILY was living in Naples, Fla., 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver brought Toni to Madison 
Square Garden in New York City in 1973. The New 
York Times reported the gymnastic performance as 
being “spectacular.” 


Toni had another dazzling night in 1975 when she 
performed with Muhammed Ali at the John F. 
Kennedy Center for Performing Arts in Washington. 


TON! NOW ATTENDS the public Educable 
Mentally Retarded Middle School, and will enroll 
soon in Lake Weir High School in Ocala. She teaches 
a weekly gymnastics class for six other Downs 
syndrome children with the help of her mother. 

The Chillemi family belongs to St. Theresa parish 
in Belleview, a community in central Florida.

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Book review 


‘Domestic Affairs’ 
intensely partisan 


DOMESTIC AFFAIRS—AMERICAN PROGRAMS AND 
PRIORITIES by James H. Duffy. Simon and Schuster (New 
York, 1978). 309 pp. $10.95. 


Using Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 1944 State of the Union 
address as his starting point, James H. Duffy evokes a 
nostalgic view of the New Deal andits liberal egalitarianism 
as it developed in the discourse and actions of successive 
Democratic presidents and presidential candidates. 


The bulk of the book looks at the response of Congress 
and the executive branch to certain core economic and 
social issues with comments on some current institutional 
problems. 


DUFFY EXAMINES in considerable detail the legislative 
history of federal aid to education and federal energy policy, 
and in both cases finds Congress remiss. 


In brief, he argues, Congress, largely tied to limited 
parochial interests, has not provided and cannot provide 
dynamic national leadership. Clearly one must look to the 
presidency. 


Alas, Duffy argues, Republican presidents are inspired 
not by reason but by ideology, and have shown alamentable 
record in such areas as inflation, unemployment, crime 
reduction, corruption in government, civil rights and race 
relations. 


BUT DEMOCRATIC presidents, expanding and refining 
F.D.R.’s Second Bill of Rights, have consistently espoused 
“programmatic agendas” marked by compassion, reform 
and concern for the underdog: Truman’s Fair Deal, 
Kennedy's New Frontier and Johnson’s Great Society. 


It should be clear that “Domestic Affairs” is an intensely 
partisan book. 


It reaffirms the New Deal tradition of strong executive 
leadership, an activist and programmatic approach to 
social problems, a highly permissive approach to issues of 
personal morality, and a conviction that local and limited 
groups produce exploitation and injustice that can be 
remedied only by a benevolent central authority motivated 
by love of freedom and the common welfare. 


THOSE EX-NEW DEAL liberals, loosely called neo- 
conservatives, who have examined the Great Society and 
found it wanting, are dismissed as “marginally respect- 
able.”

evenly, and, economically speaking, 
would probably approach bankruptcy. 


“IF NATIONAL HEALTH insurance is 
going to work here, it is going to have to be 
an American dream,” and not based-on 
another country’s system, he said. 


Dr. Kielty favors a national health plan 
similar to President Carter's, a step-by- 
step plan which would begin with 
coverage against catastrophic illnesses. 


Dr. Irene Palmer, dean of the Hahn 
School of Nursing at the University of San 
Diego, said she is skeptical of any 
proposals that don’t look at the reimburse- 
ment factor sufficiently.

New norms issued 
for pontifical colleges 


Eight ecclesiastical universities in the 
United States, which were erected or 
approved by the Vatican to confer 
degrees, are affected by new norms for 
teaching church doctrine issued by Pope 
John Paul Il. 


The new norms are an effort to adjust 
Catholic theological education to the great 
changes that have taken place in society 
and the church during the last 50 years. 


The eight institutions include St. Mary’s 
Seminary and University School of 
Theology, Baltimore; the Jesuit School of 
Theology, Berkeley; Weston College 
School of Theology, Cambridge, Mass; 
and, the Jesuit School of peeniony: 
Chicago. 


Also, the St. Mary of the Lake Faculty of 
Theology, Mundelein, lll.; the Pontifical 


Faculty of Philosophy at Mount St. . 


Michael’s College, Spokane; the Catholic 
University of America School of Religious 
Studies and School of Philosophy, 
Washington; and, the Pontifical Faculty of 
Theology at the Dominican House of 
Studies; Washington. 


for services rendered.” 


She suggested that health care facilities 
look at physical and personnel reorganiza- 
tion and seek to eliminate any unneces- 
sary duplication of services. 


“The public has to realize that 
everything regarding life in perpetuity and 
health in perpetuity cannot be achieved 
without paying for it,” the dean said. 


“In looking at a national health 
insurance system, we have to ask who will 
be covered and how much will it cost. We 
have to look at the cost of the care and cost 
of governmental control,” Dr. Palmer said. 


LOOKING AT THE national health 
insurance issue from the point of view of 
senior citizens, Valeria Scott, director of 
the San Diego diocesan Department on 
Aging, said: 

“Health care costs are an important 
item in their monthly budget. Even with 
Medi-cal and Medicare, older persons on 
low incomes have their savings wiped out 
in the event of a catastrophic illness or 
death of a spouse. 


“People who are in their late middle 
ages and above are fearful of getting sick 
because they can’t afford the health care.” 

“The preventive health care that is part 
of the Kennedy plan is important to elderly 
people,” Scott said. Having access to 
medical care can help keep illnesses from 
reaching the critical stages, she added. 


SISTER SARA MURRIETA, executive 
director of the San Diego diocesan Padre 
Hidalgo Center, for Hispanic ministry, also 
stressed preventive care as a benefit of 
national health insurance for poor 
minorities. 


“Minorities usually have large families 
and find it difficult to provide health care 


for its members, especially preventive 30 


care,” she said. 


She favors a national health plan that 
also educates the poor as to how to stay 
healthy. 


Some people might take adwantase ofa 
free health care system, Sister Murrieta 
said, as anegative aspect, but, she added, 
“the good factors would override the 
detrimental ones.”
